This  year’s  honor  guard  consists  of  members  from  the  United 
States  Navy  USS  Constitution,  the  United  States  Coast  Guard 
and  the  United  States  Marines  who  will  all  be  participating 
in  the  “Star  Spangled  Banner.”  In  addition,  some  of  the  honor 
guard  members  will  be  wearing  period  uniforms  to  mark  the 
War  of  1812  Bicentennial. 


Matthew  T.  Mutti,  Maj  USAF  ANG  104  FW/CCE 
coordinates  the  flyover  during  the  “Star-Spangled  Banner” 

How  do  you  prepare  for  the  event? 

“Preparation  for  the  flight  includes  working  with  the  aircraft 
maintenance  teams,  ensuring  that  the  aircraft  is  ready  for  flight, 
coordinating  with  the  FAA  and  other  agencies  and  clearing  the 
airspace  for  our  aircraft's  flyover.  We  work  simultaneously  with  the 
production  team  for  the  event,  guaranteeing  the  flyover  occurs  over 
the  Hatch  Shell  at  precisely  the  right  time.  In  order  to  coordinate 
an  event  like  the  4th  of July  flyover,  timing  is  everything,  and  that 
comes  down  to  great  communication  and flaivless  execution.’’ 

If  you  could  describe  the  4th  in  one  word  what  would  it  be? 

“Nostalgic!  Reminding  us  of  celebrating  the  4th  as  children  with 
picnics,  family  and  fireworks,  and  now,  it  reaffirms  the  significance 
of  this  day  in  our  great  nation’s  history.  ” 


The  101ST  Field  Artillery  Regiment  currently  consists  of  350  men 
and  women  from  the  1ST  Battalion  101ST  Field  Artillery  based  in 
Brockton,  MA  and  the  only  Field  Artillery'  Unit  left  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts.  Their  Unit  Alpha  Battery'  101ST  Field  Artillery  Second 
Corps  Cadets  is  based  in  Danvers,  MA  and  Fall  River,  MA.  The  Unit 
was  deployed  to  Kabul,  Afghanistan  16  months  ago  in  support  of 
Operation  Enduring  Freedom  training  and  mentoring  elements  of  the 
Afghan  Army  and  Afghan  National  Police. 

What  does  being  at  this  event  mean  to  the  soldiers? 

“The  soldiers  absolutely  love  participating  in  this  celebration!  It  is 
honor  and  privilege  to  them  to  he  part  of  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular.  Is  there  a better  way  to  celebrate  Independence  Day  other 
than  being  on  the  Fsplanade  with  fellow  patriots?  These  soldiers  are 
so  proud  to  be  a part  of  something  time-honored  and  so  awe-inspiring.''

Returning  for  a fourth  year  is  the  104th  Fighter  Wing  of 
the  Massachusetts  Air  National  Guard  in  Westfield,  the  only 
flying  unit  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  pilots  in  the  F-15  Eagles  belong  to  the  131st  Fighter 
Squadron,  one  of  the  oldest  continually  serving  Air  Force 
squadrons  and  the  operational  combat  arm  of  the  104th 
Fighter  Wing.  The  104th  Fighter  Wing  is  equipped  with  18 
F-15C  Eagles.  The  F-15  Eagle  is  an  all-weather,  extremely 
maneuverable  tactical  fighter  designed  to  permit  the  Air 
Force  to  gain  and  maintain  air  supremacy  over  the  battle- 
field. The  104th  Fighter  Wing  maintains  the  aerospace  alert 
mission,  has  aircraft  ready  around  the  clock  and  defends  the 
Northeastern  United  States  from  an  airborne  threat.

Keith  Lockhart 


Keith  Lockhart  became  the  20th  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  in  1995,  adding  his  artistic  vision  to  the 
Pops  tradition  established  by  his  predecessors  John 
Williams  and  Arthur  Fiedler.  During  his  17  year 
tenure,  he  has  conducted  more  than  1,400  Boston 
Pops  concerts  and  introduced  the  innovative  JazzFest 
and  EdgeFest  series,  featuring  prominent  jazz  and 
indie  artists  performing  with  the  Pops. 

Audiences  worldwide  love  Lockhart’s  inimitable  style 
expressed  not  only  through  his  consummate  music 
making  but  also  by  his  unique  ability  to  speak 
directly  to  the  audience  about  the  music  to  which  he 
feels  so  passionately  committed.  He  and  the  Boston 
Pops  have  released  12  recordings  and  71  television 
shows,  including  PBS’s  long-running  Evening  at 
Pops  (1970-2004)  and  a 2009  concert  featuring  jazz 
trumpeter  Chris  Botti  and  special  guests  Sting,  John 
Mayer,  and  Steven  Tyler.  He  has  led  the  Boston  Pops 
on  35  national  tours  and  four  overseas  tours  of  Japan 
and  Korea,  as  well  as  performing  the  national  anthem 
for  numerous  major  sports  events. 

Lockhart  also  serves  as  principal  conductor  of  the 
BBC  Concert  Orchestra  in  London  and  last  month 
conducted  them  in  Queen  Elizabeth’s  gala  Diamond 
Jubilee  Concert,  which  was  broadcast  around  the 
world.  In  addition,  he  is  artistic  director  of  the  Brevard 
Music  Center  summer  institute  and  festival  in  North 
Carolina.  From  1998  to  2009,  he  was  music  director 
of  the  Utah  Symphony,  and  prior  to  coming  to  Boston, 
he  was  the  associate  conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati 
Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He 
holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  and  Carnegie 
Mellon  University'  and  honorary  doctorates  from 
several  American  universities.

IN  KEITH’S  WORDS 


Wow — I can't  believe  this  is  my  18th  Boston  4th  of  July  concert  on  the 
Esplanade!  I can  vividly  remember  my  first  Fourth  of  July,  in  1995. 
Everything  about  my  first  season  as  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  was 
new  and  exciting,  but  nothing  prepared  me  at  all  for  the  Fourth  of  July! 
From  riding  with  a police  escort  as  people  on  the  streets  throughout 
Boston  waved  and  cheered  us  on  to  arriving  at  the  Hatch  Shell  and 
seeing...  people...  people...  and  more  people. 

Then,  as  now,  the  crowd  stretches  as  far  as  the  eye  can  see,  covering  the 
Esplanade  and  down  the  banks  of  the  Charles  River.  I just  finished 
conducting  for  Queen  Elizabeth’s  Diamond  Jubilee  Concert  in  London, 
with  a crowd  that  stretched  for  miles  as  well.  That  was  a huge,  one-of- 
a-kind  event,  but  the  4th  is  equally  special  year  after  year. 

That  first  year  I was  awed  by  the  audience,  but  in  the  ensuing  years, 

I have  come  to  also  appreciate  the  many  people  who  are  behind  the 
scenes.  It  takes  a small  city  of  people  to  put  this  concert  on  each  year: 
the  producers,  security,  EMS  personnel,  technicians,  caterers,  101st  Field 
Artillery  Regiment  which  fires  the  cannons  in  the  “1812  Overture,”  the 
amazing  Boston  Pops — these  dedicated  professionals  and  volunteers, 
many  of  whom  you  may  never  see  work  tirelessly  and  into  the  wee 
hours  in  the  days  and  weeks  before  Independence  Day  to  put  on  this 
show  for  the  entire  nation. 

Each  year,  I continue  to  be  amazed  and  humbled  by  the  devotion  and 
enthusiasm  of  everyone  in  the  audience:  citizens  of  Boston  and  of  our 
country  who  arrive  here  before  dawn  on  the  Fourth  and  remain  in  good 
spirits  despite  heat  and  humidity — and  occasionally  having  to  evacuate 
due  to  a severe  thunderstorm!  I think  it  speaks  well  for  our  country  that 
no  matter  what  our  political  beliefs  or  disagreements  are,  one  of  our 
biggest  national  live  events  of  the  year  is  to  come  together  to  celebrate 
our  freedom,  democracy  and  the  sacrifices  our  countrymen  and  women 
have  made  to  achieve  them.  Thank  you  all,  and  Happy  Fourth  of  July!

Academy  Award-winning  actress  and  Grammy  Award- 
winning recording  artist,  Jennifer  Hudson  is  an  extraordinary 
talent.  From  humble  beginnings,  Hudson  began  singing 
in  a small  Chicago  church  where,  week  after  week,  she 
brought  the  congregation  to  its  feet.  From  there,  she’s 
gone  on  to  worldwide  acclaim. 

This  July  Hudson  will  begin  production  on  the  first  of 
two  back-to-back  features  with  “Lullaby”  an  ensemble 
drama  alongside  Richard  Jenkins,  Garrett  Hedlund  and 
Amy  Adams.  Soon  after  she  will  segue  into  the  feature, 
“The  Inevitable  Defeat  of  Mister  and  Pete”  for  director 
George  Tillman  Jr. 

In  2007,  Hudson  won  an  Academy  Award  for  her  role 
as  “Effie”  in  the  smash  hit  “Dreamgirls,”  an  adaptation 
of  the  Broadway  musical.  Her  breakout  film  perfomance 
also  garnered  a Golden  Globe  Award,  a Screen  Actors 
Guild  Award,  a BAFTA  and  an  NAACP  Image  Award. 

She  was  also  honored  by  the  Broadcast  Film  Critics 
Association,  the  National  Board  of  Review  and  was 
named  “Entertainer  of  the  Year”  at  the  Soul  Train  Awards. 

Hudson  also  received  an  NAACP  Image  Award  nomination 
in  2009  for  her  role  in  Fox  Searchlight’s  “The  Secret  Life 
of  Bees.”  Directed  by  Gina  Prince  Blythewood,  the 
stellarcast  included  Dakota  Fanning,  Alicia  Keyes  and 
Queen  Latifah.  Prior  to  “Bees,”  Hudson  co-starred  in 
the  box  office  hit  “Sex  and  the  City:  The  Movie,”  joining 
the  hit  television  series’  original  cast  of  Sarah  Jessica 
Parker,  Kim  Cattrall,  Cynthia  Nixon  and  Kristin  Davis. 


Hudson  is  making  the  same  kind  of  impact  in  the  world 
of  music  that  she  has  made  in  film  with  the  successful 
release  of  both  of  her  albums.  Most  recently,  she  released 
her  sophomore  album,  “I  Remember  Me,”  on  March  22, 
2011  to  rave  reviews.  The  album  debuted  at  No.  2 on 
Billboard’s  Top  200  and  R&B  Albums  charts  and  has  since 
been  certified  RIAA  Gold  in  the  U.S.  She  recently  received 
a 2012  Billboard  Music  Award  nomination  for  Top  R&B 
Album,  took  home  two  2012  NAACP  Image  Awards  for 
Outstanding  Music  Video  and  Outstanding  Album  and 
also  collaborated  with  Ne-Yo  and  Rick  Ross  on  the  title 
track  for  the  hit  film  “Think  Like  a Man”  which  opened 
April  2012. 

Hudson’s  2008  debut  self-titled  album  won  a Grammy 
Award  for  “Best  R&B  Album,”  which  was  presented 
by  one  of  Hudson’s  idols,  Whitney  Houston.  She  also 
received  three  additional  nominations  including  “Best 
Female  R&B  Vocal  Performance,”  “Best  R&B  Performance 
by  a Duo  or  Group  with  Vocals”  and  “Best  R&B  Song.” 
The  album  then  went  on  to  win  three  awards  at  the 
2009  NAACP  Image  Awards  including  “Best  Album.”  The 
RIAA  Gold  Certified  album  entered  Billboard’s  Top  200 
at  No. 2 and  marked  the  biggest  first  week  sales  for  an 
R&B  female  entry  since  2004  and  has  since  sold  over 
1.1  million  albums  worldwide  to  date. 

Hudson  is  also  focusing  her  attention  on  a cause  dear 
to  her,  "The  Julian  D.  King  Gift  Foundation”  which  she 
created  in  2009  with  her  sister  Julia  in  loving  memory 
of  her  nephew  Julian. 

Hudson  has  been  the  national  spokesperson  for  Weight 
Watchers  since  2010.

OVAL  AREA  This  is  the  restricted  area  located  between  the 
concession  area  and  the  Hatch  Shell  stage.  Tarps  and  blankets  are 
restricted  to  8'  x 10’  and  chairs  must  be  foldable  or  beach  style. 
Pop-up  tents  are  allowed  during  the  day  but  must  come  down 
at  6 p.m.  Spectators  entering  the  Oval  will  be  required  to  pass 
through  one  of  the  bag  check/screening  entrances.  During  the 
screening  process,  metal  cutlery,  alcoholic  beverages  and  glass 
containers  will  not  be  allowed  and  will  be  confiscated.  Everyone 
admitted  into  the  Oval  will  receive  a wristband  that  must  be  worn 
at  all  times  during  the  event  to  ensure  access  in  and  out  of  the 
secured  area.  When  the  Oval  area  is  full,  usually  by  2 p.m.  on 
July  4th,  NO  additional  wristbands  will  be  distributed.  If  you  lose 
your  wristband  you  will  be  admitted  only  if  there  are  additional 
wristbands  available.  Due  to  crowds  and  public  safety  concerns, 
please  be  sure  to  be  inside  the  Oval  no  later  than  6 p.m.  on  July 
4th  because  you  may  not  be  able  to  be  readmitted  even  with  a 
wristband.  Access  in  and  out  of  this  area  cannot  be  guaranteed 
after  this  time  on  the  4th. 

ESPLANADE  LAGOON  FOOTBRIDGES  The  Esplanade  has  five 
footbridges  over  its  lagoon.  The  Mt.  Vernon  footbridge,  closest  to 
the  Hatch  Shell,  will  be  closed  all  day  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th. 

On  July  4th  the  Berkeley  and  Clarendon  Street  footbridges  will 
close  at  8 p.m.  or  earlier  if  necessary.  The  Exeter  and  Fairfield 
footbridges  w ill  remain  open  at  all  times  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th. 

FOOD  There  are  food  vendors  located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge. 

All  vendors  are  permitted  by  and  come  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  (DCR). 

RECYCLING  We  encourage  spectators  to  recycle.  Recycling  bins 
will  be  located  next  to  trash  receptacles  scattered  throughout  the 
Esplanade  on  July  3rd  and  4th. 

RESTROOMS  There  are  more  than  350  portable  restrooms  located 
in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Handicapped-accessible  restrooms  are 
at  all  restroom  locations. 

HANDICAP  SERVICES  Handicapped  areas  are  located  in  Boston 
and  in  Cambridge  and  are  filled  on  a “first-come,  first-served” 
basis.  On  the  Boston  side  a shuttle,  which  is  offered  on  July 
4th  only,  will  be  provided  from  the  designated  parking  location 
at  Mass  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  To  enter  the  lot,  a handicapped 
placard  is  required.  The  shuttle  will  run  through  6 p.m.,  or  until 
the  area  is  full,  and  will  return  all  spectators  to  the  lot  at  the  end 
of  the  concert.  Once  the  handicapped  area  is  filled,  no  additional 
spectators  will  be  admitted.  Wheelchair-  accessible  restrooms  are 
available.  On  the  Cambridge  side,  there  is  a reserved  handicapped 
section  along  a section  of  the  Cambridge  Parkway  on  the  night  of 
July  4th.  After  5 p.m.,  vehicles  with  handicapped  parking  placards 
will  proceed  through  the  security  checkpoint  at  Land  Boulevard 
and  Binney  Street. 

MEDICAL  More  than  100  Emergency  Medical  Services  personnel 
are  located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  As  a precautionary  measure 
against  extreme  heat,  Boston  EMS  will  operate  mist  tents  and 
the  DCR  will  operate  water  sprays  on  Storrow  Drive.  In  Boston, 
sunscreen  dispensers  will  be  available,  holding  SPF  30.  Please 
protect  yourself. 


PUBLIC  SAFETY  For  your  safety,  24  federal,  state  and  city 
agencies  are  on-site  and  in  the  event’s  Unified  Command  Center. 
These  agencies  maintain  a presence  throughout  the  event  in 
Boston,  Cambridge  and  on  the  Charles  River.  The  state-owned 
Esplanade,  Hatch  Shell  and  parkways  are  under  the  supervision 
and  command  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police. 

REMEMBER,  “IF  YOU  SEE  SOMETHING,  SAY  SOMETHING ™” 

If  you  see  something  suspicious  at  all,  please  say  something  by 
reporting  it  to  one  of  the  many  uniformed  personnel  (police, 
fire,  EMS  or  military)  on-site  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th  or  call  911- 
Please  note  that  all  sound  towers  are  numbered  and  can  easily 
identify  your  location. 

BOATING  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of  the  lagoons  and 
w ill  have  to  anchor  within  100  feet  of  shore.  There  will  be  a safety 
zone  around  the  fireworks  barges,  and  boats  may  not  anchor 
in  the  safety  zone  from  July  lst-July  5th.  A transit  channel  w ill 
be  set  up  along  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  sides  of  the  river 
until  9 p.m.  on  July  4th.  At  that  time,  no  boats  will  be  allowed 
to  transit  past  the  barges  until  11:30  p.m.  After  the  fireworks, 
the  Craigie  Drawbridge  by  the  Museum  of  Science  will  not  open 
for  boat  traffic  until  July  5th  at  1 a.m.  Smaller  vessels  may  exit 
after  the  event;  those  over  12  feet  in  height  must  stay  west  of 
the  Longfellow  Bridge  until  the  Craigie  Drawbridge  opens  at  1 
a.m.  The  Massachusetts  State  Police  Marine  Division  will  enforce 
boating  restrictions. 

WEATHER  The  Unified  Command  Center  monitors  weather.  There 
is  no  rain  date  for  the  concert.  If  the  fireworks  are  cancelled,  they 
will  be  fired  off  July  5th  at  9:30  p.m.,  or  the  next  night,  as  weather 
permits,  at  9:30  p.m.  The  weather  forecast  will  be  announced 
periodically  over  the  event’s  public  address  system  throughout 
July  3rd  and  4th. 

PUBLIC  TRANSPORTATION  For  MBTA  information,  call 
617-222-3200  or  visit  www.mbta.com.  On  the  Boston  side,  the 
closest  T stations  are  Charles/MGH  station  on  the  Red  Line  and 
Arlington  Street  or  Copley  on  the  Green  Line.  On  the  Cambridge 
side,  Kendall  and  Central  Square  stations  on  the  Red  Line  are 
the  closest.  On  July  4th,  all  bus  and  train  fares  will  not  be 
collected  after  10:30  pm. 

SOUND  SYSTEM  & VIDEO  SCREENS  There  are  20  sound  towers 
in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Public  service  announcements  and 
recorded  music  are  broadcast  throughout  the  day.  The  sound 
system  in  Boston  is  operational  on  July  3rd  after  6 p.m.  and  on 
July  4th  from  noon-11  p.m.  Additionally,  there  are  two  large  video 
screens  on  each  side  of  the  Hatch  Shell  stage,  and  there  w ill  be 
video  screens  located  at  Fiedler  Field  and  in  the  lagoon  area.  The 
sound  system  in  Cambridge  is  operational  on  July  3rd  and  4th 
from  6 p.m.  until  11  p.m.  There  are  also  two  video  screens  on  the 
Cambridge  side  located  on  Memorial  Drive  between  Ames  and 
Wadsworth  Streets.

The  event  was  founded  in  1973  when  David  Mugar 
suggested  to  famed  Boston  Pops  Conductor  Arthur  Fiedler 
that  in  order  to  revive  the  diminishing  Esplanade  concert 
series,  it  might  be  a good  idea  to  play  Tchaikovsky’s 
“1812  Overture”  with  a few  extras.  For  the  next  Fourth  of 
July,  howitzer  cannons,  fireworks  and  church  bells  were 
added  to  the  concert  so  that,  in  Fiedler’s  own  words,  “All 
hell  could  break  loose.”  And,  for  the  first  time,  a July  4th 
fireworks  display  took  place  over  the  Charles  River. 

Today,  in  its  39th  year,  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular  has  more  than  500,000  visitors  from  New 
England  and  around  the  globe.  Another  7 million  nationally 
watch  the  event  live  on  the  CBS  Television  Network’s 
one-hour  primetime  special.  While  the  Boston  Pops 
Fireworks  Spectacular  is  the  cornerstone  of  the  organization, 
Boston  4 Productions  is  involved  in  many  other  well-known 
Boston  events,  including  Boston’s  Family  Fireworks  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  on  Boston  Common. 
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
